ABSTRACT 

A post heat dissipation device serves for preventing heat accumulation 
of a power supply and a computer system after the computer is shut off. 
The post heat dissipation device comprises a power supply for supplying 
5 power; a fan control circuit; a delay switching circuit connected to the fan 
control circuit; a fan set including power supply fans, and system fan set 
through the delay switching circuit and the fan control circuit for 
dissipating heat from the power supply and computer system. After the 
computer is shut down, the delay switching circuit is triggered to actuate a 
10 standby power which is then transferred to the fan set so that the fan set 
rotates with a lower speed than those in normal operations. 
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
